AMNESTY FOR THE FILIPINOS. 


Washington, June 21.—The war depart- 
ment has made public the following notice 
of amnesty which was issued by General 
MacArthur today at Manila: 

“Manila, June 21, 1%0.—By direction of 
the vresident of the United ptatcs, We 
undersigned announces amnesty with 
complete immunity tor the past and aoso- 
lute liberty Of action for the future to all 
persons who are now or any time since 
s‘ebouary 4, 1895, have been in insurrec- 
tion against the United States in either a 
military or a civil capacity, and who shall 
Within a pericd of hinety days trom the 
date hereof formally renounce al] connec- 
tion with sGch insurrection and suvscribe 
to a declaration acknowledging ali 
cepting the sovereignty and authcriiy ol 
the United States in and over the Phillp-

Washington, June 21.—Interesting sta- 
tistics concerning foreigners in China are 
contained in a report on trade relations 
between China and the United States, 
just received at the state department 
from Consul Fowler, at Che Foo, dated 
May 7th last. The table of foreigners is 
divided into two classes, residents and 
firms, and includes statistics for the 
years 1898 and 1899. The total foreign res- 
idents are stated as follows: 

In 1898, 13,421; 1899, 17,193, and the for- 
eign firms as follows: In 1898, 773; 1899, 933. 

The nationality of the foreign element 
for 1899 is stated as follows: 

American, residents, 2,305, increase over 
1898 of 279; firms, 70, increase of 27. 

British, residents, 5,562, increase of 414; 
firms, 401, increase of 3. 

German, residents, 1,154, increase of 91; 
firms, 115, increase of 8. 

French, resident, 1,183, of 263; 
firms. 76, increase.of 39. 

Dutch, residents, 106, 
firms, 9, increase of 1. 

Danish, residents, 128, 
firms, 4, increase of 1. 

Spanish, residents, 448,

These figures show that Russia made 
the greatest gain in the matter of resi- 
dents and Japan in the number of firms, 
France coming next in the latter respect. 
Consul Fowler says these figures do not 
include the leased ports and it must be 
remembered that in the case of Great 
Britain a large number of Indians end 
Asiatics @Chinese-born in Hong Kong, 
the straits, etc.) are included. Conse- 
quently it is difficult to determine the 
true number of ‘British in China. More- 
over, by British law every British sub- 
ject is compelled to register in his con- 
sulate, but with Americans this registra- 
tion is optional, Consul Fowler thinks 
the number of American residents is 
greatly underestimated.

stood and cheered the announcement of 
the new possessions of !ts two votes for 
McKinley. 

Mr. Lodge took the official summary, 
and said: 

“The total vote cast is 980. William Mc- 
Kinley received 930 votes. It is a unan- 


4mous vote, and the chairman declares 


that William McKinley is your nominee 
for the presidency for the term beginning 
March 4, 1901." 

Vhe band played “Rally Round the 
Flag,’’ and the Hamifiton Club, of Chica- 
go. marched down the aisle, preceded by 
New York and followed by Pennsylvania. 

Mr. Lodge announced that t\¢ call of 
states would proceed for nomination for 


the vice presidency. 

As the name of Alabama was called on 
the roll of states, for the nomination of 
candidates for viee president, the an- 
nouncement was made by the chairman of 
the delegation that Alabama would yield 
to Iowa to present a candidate. 

Chairman Lodga recognized Colonel 
Lafe Young, one of the Iowa delegates 
at large, and editor cf The Des Moines 
Capital. 

Robust and vigorous in his physique 
and-in his mentality, Colonel Young 
svung down the mair alsle to the plat- 
form to do that which a single orator 
never before did in a republican national 
convention—withdraw one strong and 
magnetic man as a candidate and present 
the name of another for the second offic3 
in the gift of the American people, He 
vithdrew the name of Dolliver and of- 
fered that of Roosevelt. 

Mr. Butler, of Massachusetts, seconded 
the nomination of Roosevelt. He spoke in 
behalf of “fold New England.’’ General 
James W. Ashton, of Washington, was 
recognized and he also seconded the nomi- 
nation of Roosevelt 

“Depew, Depew,’ demanded the delec- 
gates in tumultuous chorus, and as they 
called the well-known face and figure 
of the New York senator emerged from 
his delegation, Governor Roosevelt him- 
self urging him forward to-the platform. 
He was in good humor as well as good 
voice. He pictured ‘“‘Teddy”’ as the child 
of Fifth avenue, the cultured product of 
Harvard, the cowboy of the plains, the 
vitalizing force in marshaling the Ameri- 
can ships to overwhelm the Spaniards, 
the impetuous leader at Santiago and San 
Juan and the idol of the Empire State. 
He pictured, too, the ‘“‘dude”’ becoming a 
cowboy, the cowboy becoming a soldier, 
the soldier becoming a hero. 

When Depew sought to close there were 
demands of ‘“‘Go on,” and yielding to the 
clamor, he proceeded, dealing with the 
ats & His sarcastic reference to the 
<ansas City convention and to Geotge 
Washington Aguinaldo brought him round 
after round of applause. 

During the roll call delegates and spec- 
tators realizing that the convention's ac- 
tion would be unanimous, chatted and 
laughed until the resultant no!se was 
like the roar of a swollen sea on a 
rocky crest. At the conclusion of the call 
Chairman Lodge announced that Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt had been nominated for 
vice president and a burst of applause 
that finally shook the girdled building to 
foundation f@llowed. 

On motion, Senator Lodge was placed 
at the head of the committee ‘ noffy 
the president of his nomination, and 
Senator Wolcott at the head of the com- 
mittee to notify the vice presidential nom- 
inee. On motion of Senator Scott, of West 
Virginia, George Wiswell, of Milwaukee, 
was unanimously elected sergeant-at-arms 
of the national committee for the ensuing 
four years in place of H. L. Swords, of 
New York, resigned. 

Resolutions of thanks to Mr. Lodge and 
to Mr. Wolcott for their able services as 
presiding officers were unanimously adopt- 
ed; also thanks to Mayor Ashbridge, of 
Philadelphia, for the hospitality of the 
city, and to all officials of the convention. 

This closed the work and at 2:14 p. m., 
on motion of Sereno Payne, of New York. 
the republican national convention of 1900 
adjourned sine die,

The board adjourned until October 
when it will reconvene for the ransac- 
tion of important business.

HENRY WOODFIN GRADY; 
“WRITER AND ORATOR 


The late Henry W. Grady impressed 
many as the most practical of men, while 
others regarded him as the most imagin- 
ative. 

Both estimates were correct. Grady was 
& many-sided man, and in him the ideal 
and the matter of fact were happily and 
harmoniously blended. 

This has been the case with many 
great minds. Napoleon wag thoroughly 
practical, but he wrote a story and a 
short play. Disraeli and Lord Brougham 
wrote novels, and great Jawyers, like 
Blackstone and Sir William Jones, oc- 
caslonally wrote poetry. 


But Mr. Grady’s literary side has been 
overlooked: by his biographers. No man 
of hig age in America was a brighter and 
better belles lettres scholar. From his 
college boyhood to the close of his busy 
life, he was always a close reader of the 
world’s best literature, Nothing delighted. 
him more than to slip off for an hour to 
read some new or old favorite, 

Then, he would return to his office and 
map cut a political campaign, or dictate 
an article on intensive farming, ani 
those around him never suspected tlat 
this man of facts had just been wander- 
ing through the flowery flelds of poetry 
and fiction, 

His big heart was in touch with the 
heroes of Dumas, Hugo and Dickens, and 
thege fictitious actors in the comedies 
and tragedies of human life stirred and 
stimuiated hig noblest impulses and ener- 
e“es. 


Several pubfishers urged him to write 
anovel. He liked the idea, but expressed 
himself diffidentily and doubtfuily. He 
knew that the critics were in the habit of 
aitacking even the most brilliant geniuses 
when they ventured outside of their so- 
called spheres. 

And so the novel was never written. 
The world was the loser, for this marvel- 
OUs master of descriptive and dramatic 
rhetoric would have written a great book. 
He touched every string, and controlled 
every key. Smiles and tears came at his 
bidding, and if ever a man knew human 
nature, he wes that man. 


Me was the first southern journalist to 
introduce the stcry feature which is nuw 
sv popular in daily newspapers, 

Once a very matter-of-fact newspaper 
men told him that he had no use for 
stories—he wanted news, facts and argu- 
ments. 

“That won't do,”’ was Grady’s ready 
reply, “you are famous as the best story 
teller in the country. On the stump and 
in every circle. where you have a point 
to make you capture the people with your 
racy anecdotes, and you know that most 
of the matter in that light. 

The other collapsed at this way of put- 
ting it, and said that he had never thought 
of the matted in that light. 

‘Now, take this other thought,”’ said 
Grady, “‘when our Savior was on earth 
how did tie reach the people? Did he 
give them dry facts and argument? Not 
abit of &. His parables or short stories 
did the work, and nothing could have 
been more elfective. We are toid that 
the common people heard him gladly.’ 

“Well,” replied the matter-of-fact jour- 
nalist, “I have been greatly infinenced 
by the example of the elder James Cor- 
don Bennett.”’ 

“Exactly,” laughed Grady, “and you 
will find in his memoirs a short story he 
once wrote for The Herald,”’ 

“I give it up,” was the good-natured 
response. “You have made out your 
Case.”’ 


From the first day when I met Mr. 
Grady, after he left college, I found that 
he appreciated the force and value of a 
graphic word or a felicitous phrase. He 
could never endure blacksmith work, and 
he frequently told his editors and report- 
ers that it was easy enough to mass words 
on paper, but the thing to do was to tell 
a story in a lifelike way. 


After Mr. Grady had been in Atlanta a 
few years his brilliant ability caused him 
to be invited to the lecture platform. His 
‘Patchwork Palace’’ was a wonderful 
Success, but he distinguished himself 
more, a ttle jater, when a blundering 
printer turned the title of ‘“‘Sunset’”’ Cox’s 
lecture, “Irish Humor’ into ‘“Jus¢ Hu- 
nan,” Then, Mr. Grady rose to the 
height of the occasion, and delivered a 
royal lecture, 

It was not, however, until a few years 
before his untimely death that his rare 
gifts as an orator attracted national at- 
tention, 

His speeches before the New England 
Scciety in New York, in Texas, before the 
University of Virginia, and later in Bos- 
ton were revelations to the orator, as 
well as to the people who heard him. 

Through all of these speeches runs one 
gelden thread, and it endeared the elvo- 
qvent Georgian to every patriotic Ameri- 
can.

As John Temple Graves, cur most elo- 
quent living southerner, has well said: 
“Henry Grady died literally loving a 
nation into peace.” 

That in itself is a golden sentence. and 
shou.d make the name of Graves forever 
honored in every American heme. 

A3 an orator, Mr. Grady was strikingiy 
Criginal. He followed none of the meth- 
cds of the trained elocutionists, He told 
me once that he had heard only a few 
great spcakers. 

He always spoke with great force and 
arimation, and the expression of his feat- 
ures had much to do with his delivery. 

tie could be tender, sympathetic, hu- 
morous and optimistic, or he could drift 
into the most extravagant humor, for he 
mtst have had a first-cless Irish strait 
in his blood. 

But tn all cf his writings, talks and 
geste ses he was always on the right side 
in politics, morals and religion. His cul- 
ture and broad-minded sympathy with 
his fellowmen made him a €reat power. 
He was particular about his audiences. 
He preferred to talk to Americans, and 
refused some invitations to speak where 
his audiences would be composed of pad- 
ple of cifferent ratioralities. 

When Mr. Grady was first invited to 
speak in the north he discussed the mat- 
ter with me. 

“I shall be entirely provincial,” he said. 
“I intend to stick to ovr southern pro- 
nunciation all the way through, and I 
shall not make the slightest attempt to 
imitate them in any way. I am going 
to be perfectly natural.”’ 

He carried out his idea, and the audience 
gave him an ovaiion. Among his hear- 
ers were such men as Dr. Talmags and 
General Sherman, 

These successes were repeated until he 
Was taken away from us.

‘Who Led Lee to the Rear?” 


Editor Constitution—This question, 80_ Te- 
cently discussed in your columns, induces me 
to reveal a search for truth which I made some 
time ago. * 

Amohg the war poems, written during the 
war when events were real, I found one by 
Miss Mollie E. Moore, since so well known As 
Mrs. Mollie Moore Davis, in the newspaper 
work of New Orleans. I knew that Mollie 
Moore could not have been mistaken in giving, 
through her poem ‘‘Lee at the Wilderness,’’ 
an honor to a Texan brigade. I knew 4a:s0, 
that General Gordon could not claim an honor 
for himself unjustly, for his brow is wreathed 
with laurels all his own—and so, when I heard 
his lecture, in which he so beautifully pic- 
tures this scene, giving his own soldiers the 
honor, I began my _ research. Thompson's 
‘‘Lee to the Rear,’’’ which has so immortal- 
ized the event, gave no light; Judge Falli- 
gant’s ‘‘Man of the Twelfth of May’ con- 
firmed General Gordon’s account of the battle. 
History gav: no complete satisfaction, until 
I found Mrs. Susan Pendleton Lee’s history 
of the United States. In Mrs. Lee's history I 
find that it was on May 6th that the event 
occurred which gave rise to the Texan claim, 
when General Longstreet and the Texans saved 
the day; and he account of ‘Lee to the Rear’’ 
is much the same as that by Miss Moore. 

It was on the [2th that General Gordon won 
his laurels, and Mrs. Lee says of that day: 
‘*General Lee was agiin prevented, by the cries 
of his men, from leading a column into action;”’ 
so to the Texans on the 6th, and to Gordon on 
the I2th, she gives full credit. She. further 
fiys, in her account of ‘‘The Gallant Texans,”’ 
‘It was a gray-haired sergeant who seized 
thé bridle.’ 

Mrs. Davis was born in Talladega, Ala. 
I've often seen her old home there. * She was 
only a girl when she wrote the poem under 
discussion, but she lived then in Jexas, and 
seems to have written from rcal life, as it 
were. It was after wer marriage that she 
came to New Orleans. 

John R. Thompson's ‘‘Lee to the Rear,"’ waa 
writen after the war, in the poet’s finished 
style, but has not the vividness of this girlish 
recital by Mollie Moore. 1] send a copy of this 
as it appeared during the war.

INMATES NOT GIVEN ENOUGH TO EAT 


Report of State Warden Moore 
Shows a Condition Which Ex- 
ists Nowhere Else Un- 
der the New State 
\ Laws. ; 


The county commissioners of Coffee 


‘county have been ordered to appear before 


Governor Candler and the state pr'son 
commission on July Sth, at 10 o’clock, to 
show cause why the convict camp oper- 
ated in Coffee county should not be abol- 
ished: The charges agairst the manage- 
ment of the Coffee county camp are of a 
serious nature, involving bad ftreatinent 
of the inmates and an apparent disregard 
of the health and life of the canip. 

While the law does not admit of any 
punishment for those responsible for such 
conditions in the convict camps of the 
state, it is possible for the govcrnor, 


ethrough the prison commission, to abso- 


lutely abolisk the camp. This will be 
done at once if the county commissioners 
of Coffees fail to show cause at the hearing 
on July doth. 

This is the first complaint of any conse- 
quence made to the prison commission 
since the new lease system went into ef- 
fect. The camp in question, which 1s op- 
eraied” by the Couniy for Messrs. Wail 
and Peagler, is a misdemeanor camp in 
Coffee county near McDonald's mill. The 
case is of the highest importance, for it 
will test the authority exercised over mis- 
demeanor camps by the commission, 
which is given direct control only over 
penitentiary Camps. 

Report of the Warden. 

State Warden J. C. Moore went to Coffea 
county last week for the purpose of in- 
specting the camp against which some 
complaint had been made. In Nig report 
to the commission the warden stated that 
the camp was in a deplorable condition; 
that the bujlding was bad and the location 
was bad; that the bedding was not fit for 
men of any character to sleep on; that 
the clothing iurnished the inmates was 
not only insufferabie, but insufficient, and 


‘finally that the convicts were not given 


enough to eat. For the inmates to con- 
tinue to live in their present surrounding 
would be a menace not only to health, 
but their lives. 

The warden further reported that there 
Was no legally appointed superintendent 
of the camp, and that it was operated in 
Violation of almost every rule laid down 
by the authorities, and shculd, in his 
Opinion, be abolished. 

Upon hezring the report of the warden, 
which wus filed last Monday, Govefnor 
Candler and Judge Turner, of the prison 
commission, determined to order the 
county commissioners of Coffee before 
them to ascertain if there was any reason 
why the camp’ should not be abolished. 
The commissioners were notified yeater- 
day through the sheriff of the county. 

The authorities in charge of the Coffee 
county camp have never reported to the 
prison commission. 

Ne criminal action can be taken against 
the persons responsible for the condition 
of things, and all the commission ts em- 
powered by law to do is to break up the 
camp, moving the convicts to some other 
county. 

There is even some doubt as to the au- 
thority of the commission to enforce the 
temoval of the inmates to some cther 
Camp, as the commission has exercised in 
the past cnly a very general supervision 
misdemeanor camps, and no case 
Similar to the one in Coffee county has 
before arisen.

Mr. Day refused to make a statement. 

Mr. Beutel! said: 

“I have nothing particular to say in re- 
gard to the matter except to state that I 
made a motion to non-concur, and the 
aldermaric board passed it. Mr. Wurt's 
frantic threats to expose Me amounted to 
nothing. I dare and defy him to produce 
to council, to the public or to any one, the 
exposures to which he refers. I am voting 
in this matter, as I try to vote in others, 
my sincere convictions, und I shall con- 
tinue to do so, Mr. Ilurt to the contrary 
notwithstanding.

Mayson had sought and which the city 
fathers all favor. 


While Mr. Johnson was addressing thes 


aldermanic board his remarks were aimed 
at Mr. Hurt and for several minutes there 
was a running debate between the two 
which ended only when the jriayor pro 
tem. called for order, and was renewed 
at\intervals during the remainder of the 


‘meeting, 


It was evident from Mr. Johnson's re- 
marks that he did not take Mr. Hurt’s 
charges to include himself, but he did not 
fail to severely arraign the Atlanta Rail- 
way and Power Company for certain 
courses of action which he declared were 
anything but consistent. 

He told of the grants to the Atlanta 
Rapid Transit Company and of ihe ap- 
peals of the power company. He agclared 
he was willing to let «we power company 
connect all its lines without coming under 
the general ordinance if they would show 
a spirit of fairness and was willing to 
let them build their electric light plant if 
they would quit wrangling. 

“Tt does seem,” sald Mr. Johnson, turn- 
ing on Mr. Hurt, “that we have no rights 


in the streets of Atlanta because when-. 


ever we give grants to any one they are 
contested and law suits are filed to pre- 
vent the city from exercising the rights 
of her charter. They come here with a 
smile, bland and childlike. And speaking 
of smiles. who ever saw a smile like 
Woodruft’s? It’s a wonderful smile. 
Woodruff told me the other day that this 
council had not given his company any-~- 
thing. Who got the steam heating ordl- 
nance?”’ 

“But that was not competition,” inter- 
rupted Mr. Hurt. 

“No, butit was kickitition, or something 
of the kind,” continued Mr. Johnson. “I 
am willing to meet them half way, but 
if they won't give competition in street 
railways, I for one won’t give them com- 
petition in electric lights and that settles 
the matter so far as IJ am concerned.” 

Mr, Hurt’s Second Speech. 

Mr. Hurt then made a short talk in 
which he explained the matter of the op-~ 
position of the power company to the con- 
demnation of its tracks on Peachtree 
from Currier to Pine by the Transit com- 
pany.

IT WAS HIS THIRD TRIAL 


Juy Failed To Retum Recommenda- 
tlon with the Verdict Made,

JUDGE PRONOUNCES LIFE SENTENCE 


Crime for Which Lucas Was Con- 


ing of Robert Davis, Near 
Decatur—Candler in 
Atlanta Today. 


For the third time within a year Will 
Lucas, colored, has been declared guilty 
of murdering Robert F. Davis, an aged 
citizen of DeKalb county. 

The case went to the jury shortly after 
11 o’clock yesterday morning and three 
hours later a verdict of guilty, without 
a recommendation, was returned. Owing 
to the fact that the evidence against the 
negro was largely circumstantial, Judge 
John S. Candler sentenced Lucas to life 
imprisonment in the penitentiary. 

The trial began before Judge Candler 
in the DaKalb superior court last Wednes- 
day about noon, and before adjournment 
was taken for the day all the evidence 
had been introduced and one speech had 
been made. A feature of the proceedings 
was the fact that the defense offered no 
evidence other than the statement of the 
prisoner, who protested his innocence. 

The case was resumed yesterday morn- 
ing at 8:30 o'clock. At 10:55 o’clock both 
sides had completed their arguments and 
Judge Candler began his charge, The 
court consumed exactly twenty-five min- 
utes In charging the Jury, which retired 
at 11:20 o’clock to make up a verdict. 

Solicitor W. T. Kimsey was prevented 
from attending the trial on account of se- 
rious illness in his family, and the prose- 
cution was represented by Attorneys R. 
W. Milner and William Schley Howard, 
the-young representative-elect from De- 
Kalb county. Judge H. C. Jones made 
the concluding argument for the de- 


fense. 

The Lucas case was one of the most 
carefully tried in the history of DeKalb 
county. Twice before the negro had been 
tried and found guilty of killing his em- 
ployer and each time he secured a new 
trial. The attorneys on both sides of 
the case during the last trial went over 
each point with the utmost care, and 
Judge Candler’s charge to the jury was 
without a flaw. There will be no effort 
made to secure another trial. 

History of the Case. 

Something more than a year ago Robert 
F.. Davis, one of the best known citizens 
of DeKalb county, was shot to death at 
midnight in his own home by some un- 
known person. For many years he had re- 
sided near Decatur and so far as any one 
knew. had not an enemy in the world. 

Mr. Davis and his wife had been awak- 
ened on the night of the murder by hear- 
ing some one at the front door. The 
farmer arose and looked out of one of the 
windows: and, so his wife said, called to 
some one. He then closed the window 
and opened the front door. Finding no- 
body on the steps he crossed the hall 
and went into another part of the house. 

He struck a light and twhile peering 
about. a shot was fired from the outside 
through a back window, the ball enter- 
ing his side. He ran to the back door 
and then into his wife's room. He fell 
in the doorway and when neighbors, who 
had been attracted to the house by the 
screams of Mrs. Davis and her two daugh- 
ters, arrived, he was still alive. 

When asked who had shot him, Mr. 
Davis is said to have told one of his 
neighbors that it was “‘Will.”” That was 
the name by which Will Lucas was known 
on the farm. He had been employed by 
Mr. Davis as a farm hand, but, had short- 
ly before been discharged. Sheriff Talley 
put bloodhounds on the trail of the one 
who fired the fatal shot, but after follow- 
ing footprints in the direction of Atlanta 
the animals lost the scent in a small 
swamp. 

Mr. Davis died the following morning, 
never having regained consciousness after 
daylight on the day after the shooting. 
Almost immediately suspicion fell upon 
Lucas and every effort was made to lo- 
cate him. Several weeks after the mur- 
der he was arrested in Atlanta and taken 
to the jail at Decatur. He protested his 
innocence, declaring that he knew noth- 
ing whatever of the killing. 

Circumstances Against Him. 

The prosecution declared that while the 
evidence against Lucas was largely cir- 
cumstantial, it was damaging to the pris- 
oner and at the first trial the negro was 
found guilty without a recommendation. 
A motion for a new trial was made by 
his attorneys and it was granted by Judge 
Candler. 

The second trial resulted as did the first, 
only the jury gave the prisoner the benc- 
fit of a small doubt and returned a recom- 
mendation with the verdict of guilty.

Trasvaalers Are Giving Up in Small 
Parties to the British. 


A KRUGER DREAM IS POSTED 


South Africans Are Told That France 
and England Are at War. 


TELEGRAPH WIRES ARE ALL DOWN 


Native Runners Are Now Used by 
the British To Carry Dispatches 
from Point to Point. 


T.ondon, June 22.—4 a. m.—General Bull- 
er is pressing his advance. On Wednesday 
he followed the Johannesburg railway to 
Paare kop, thirty-one miles from Stander- 
ton. About 300 Boers, singly*%or in small 
parties have surrendered. 

The war office has issued a list of cas- 
ualties, in engagements around Heilbron, 
previously undisclosed. 

Lord Roberts has adopted the Transvaal 
mining regulations for military adminis- 
tration. 

A dispatch from Lourénzo Marques says 
the Boers have painted and posted at 
every corner the folluwing: 

‘“‘Machadodorp, Monday—The Paris ex- 
hibition has closed and France has de- 
clared war against England. Fifty fifties 
of railway has been destroyed in the 
Free State and 30,00 British have sur- 
rendered.” 

Five miles of telegraph wires between 
Koomatipoort and Koop Maiden are down 
and native runners traverse the distance. 
The Boers continue to assert that they 
have had successes east of Pretoria. 

The colonial office publishes a notifica- 
tion of the military government at Jo- 
hannesburg of the stoppage of a check 
for £40,000 drawn for the French bank in 
South Africa upon the natfonal bank of 
the South African republic, and warning 
all persons against dealing in the,checks, 
as the funds of the national bank are 
the property of her majesty’s govern: 
ment. ~” 

The Transvaal government, according 
to the Lourenzo Marques correspondent 
of The Times, is reduced to severe finan- 
cial straits and is endeavoring to meet 
the emergency with treasury bjlls, but the 
people refuse to accept them.

Paardekop, Transvaal, June 21.—The 
British column arrived here today. The 
presence of the army has induced many 
burghers to lay down their arms. The re- 
treating Boers have destroyed a bridge 
and culverts, but the Sandspruit pgidge is 
little damaged.

Dallas, Tex., June 21.—Thirteen carloads 
of ponies ‘from Montana passed through 
this city today en route for New Orleans. 
The ponies will be shipped to South Afri- 
ca for the British military service. 

Buller Has Many Prisoners. 

Volksrust, June 21.—Genera] Buller has 
arrived at Sandspruit Station and cainped 
two miles further on the west side of the 
railway. Many Boers met General Buller 
on tha road and surrendered their arms 
and horses.

TO FIVE REGIMENTS 


Governor Candler Springs a Surprise 
on Colonels.

EACH FLAG COST $110 


Banners Were Modeled After the 
Fifth Regiment Flag. : 


MUST BE USED ON ALL OCCASIONS 


The Present from the State Is a Cost- 
ly One, and Men of the Regi- 
ment Are Appreciative. 


Governor Candler has presented to each 
of the five regiments of Georgia 
militia a handsome state flag made of 
silk and bearing on either side the coat 
of arms of Georgia. The present to each 
regiment is a costly one, as each flag rep- 
resents an outlay of §110 on the part of 
the state. 

Little more than a month ago the chief 
executive sent to the north the flag in the 
possession of the Fifth regiment with the 
ingtruction that five banners be modeled 
after It and that on each flag should be 
worked the number of the regiment for 
which it was intended, The fact that the 
State was to present the flags was not 
known to the commanding officers of the 
regiments and their receipt at regimental 
headquarters a day or two ago was a 
distinct surprise. 

The flags have now been received by 
Colonel Usha Thomason, of Madison, com- 
manding the Third regiment: Colonel 
Huguenin, of Macon, commanding the 
Second Regiment; Colonel A. R. Lawton, 
of Savannah, commanding the First regi- 
ment; Colonel W. E. Wooten, of Albany, 
commanding the Fourth regiment, and 
Colonel Peter Meldrim, of Savannah, com- 
manding the First regiment of cavalry. 

Phe Fifth regiment, with headquarters 
in Atlanta, retains the flag now in its 
possession with the sole change that the 
number of the regiment has been added to 
the bar ner. 

Governcr Candler intends that the flags 
Shall be used on all occasions on which 
the regiments make their appearance, and 
there is a standing order that no regt- 
ment is to appear without the flag of the 
state. Whether the United Sates fing is 
carried is immaterial, but on no occasion 
must the regiments be without the flag 
of Georgia. Governor Candler ts firm in 
the belief that the troops represent the 
militia of the state before they do the 
national guard 

The flag of Georgia is one of the oldest 
and most appropriate flags of any state 
in the union. It is made up of red, white 
blue bars, with a field of white in 
which is worked thé coat arms of the 
state. On the new flags ordered by the 
governor the coat of arms appears on 
both sides, whereas it is worked on but 
one side of most of ¢he flags now in 
use.

China is the second largest customer of 
Great Britain, taking in cotton goods from 
her spinners and manufacturers the product 
of more than 400,000 bales of cotton. From 
this country the export to China represents 
60 per cent of our entire export trade in cotton 
goods, or the equivalent of 200,000 bales of 
There is also exported from the con- 


cotton. 

tinent of Europe by Russia, Germany and 
France either directly or indirectly manu- 
factures of cotton estimated to eyual_ the 


product of 100,000 bales of the raw material 
from Europe and America. In addition to 
these exports India has sent 300,000 bales to 
the Chinese mills, while Japan sends to China 
goods representing 200,000 bales. 

There is also a large trade in the product 
of the Indian mills with that market, but 
we are without any data as to the quantity. 

During the past few days merchants in the 
treaty ports have cabled here to cancel all 
orders, to stop the shipment of goods already 
purchased and to resell where the contracts 
cannot be otherwise disposed of here. These 
advices have caused the trade to regard the 
situation in China as even more serious than 
indicated in the advices regeived by the news- 
papers, indicating a fear that even the treaty 
ports might not be safe places for the storage 
of cotton goods. It is fair to assume that the 
merchants in other countries have received 
similar instructions to those which *have come 
from China here. 

In the Mississippi valley the rainfall during 
the past week has been heavy and has un- 
doubtedly injured the crop in some sections, 
principally in Mississippi, from whence many 
complaints have been received.

Chicago, June 21.—Wheat was again excited 
today, rallying over 3c, but losing some of it 
on liquidation, closing nervous Ic over yes- 
terday. Corn rallied with wheat, but broke 
later and closed weak \%c lower. Oats were 
excited and closed %c up. Provisions closed 
steady. = 

Wheat opened nervously, July at 34 to 83%c, 
and a rush of buying orders sent the market 
to 84%c. This was the high mark for the 
day and of th¢ recent prenomenal rise. The 
gloomy situation tn the northwest was prac- 
tically unchanged and hot winds were reported 
from South Dakota. Liverpool reported a good 
resporse to the rally here yesterday. The 
northwest, foreign interests and local bull in- 
terests were heavy buyers, and the market held 
around the top for rome time. The big advance 
at Minneapclis was alro an encouragement and 
the break there later In the day was an influ- 
ence which caused a decline here. The enor- 
mous trade was done around the best figures 
of the day, but shortly before noon the demand 
showed signs of having been satisfied, and the 
pressure of long wheat made July break to 
82c. The decline was.checked at times, but 
altogether was about as rapid as had been some 
of the recent advances. At 32c renewed buying 
sent July up to 82%c and shortly aftcrwards 
the market closed nervous and |\c over yes- 
terday at 82%c. Atlantic port clearances in 
wheat and flour were equal to 266,000 bush- 


els. Primary receipts were 619,000 bushels, 
compared with 942,000 bushels the correspond- 
ing day last year.

Where Are the Police? 


Savannah, Ga., Press: The latest reports 
from the United States census are that At- 
lanta has only 85,000 people. This is a terri- 
ble come down, my masters. Atlanta has been 
claiming all along anywhere from 100,000 to 
125,000 people. The last census gave her 
65,000. Candidly, we believe that Atlanta 
has more than 85,000, but, with some of the 
ignorant and illiterate census takers appointed 
by McKinley and Hanna we cannot expect 
very full results. Posstbly the administration 
did not desire very full results from the 
south. In Augusta several negro women are 
at work with the census and it !s not to he 
expected that thé returns will be in very 
close touch with the real population. As for 
Savannah we hope for better results. Savan- 
nah really has between 60,000 and 70,000 
folks, but if the Atlanta method ItIs to prevail 
in the count here we would not be sanguine. 
The census of 1890, which gave Atlanta 65,- 
000, graciously accorded Savannah 41,000. 
Just what will happen here we cannot fore- 
see, 

But the idea of putting down Atlanta with 
85,000! It makes us smile. Atlanta, the 
great Gate City, with her numerous suburbs, 
her throbbing crowds, her congestion of people 
at the Alabama street crossing, and her bus- 
tling, hustling, roaring dash; Atlanta, that 
seems to have 1,000,000 on every circus day, 
to be credited with 85,000 people! Surely the 
census must have been taken early in the 
morning when the people had gone to Barnes- 
ville to see the eclipse. Smith Clayton or Ed 
Calloway, standing in the rotunda of the 
Kimball house, could count more men than 
that any good day. Why, there were nearly 
85,000 in the statehouse last Thursday when 
the democratic convention met. On Memorial 
Day in 1899 there were 85,000 people along 
the route looking at the procession. No man 
who ever dined tn Durand’s restaurant or fell 
over the trunks in the urfion depot trying to 
catch the Savannah train ever doubted that 
Atlanta had 100,000. people. Thies count is 
cruel. It makes Augusta and Macon in her 
class and places Charleston and Savannah, 
possibly, ahead of her. Several years ago The 
Constitution sent Henry Richardson to Wash- 
ington and he found several lest pages of 
Atlanta's census which had not been enu- 
merated. Richardson should go to Washine- 
ton again and, in the name of a visiting 
statesman, demand a fair count. Eighty-five 
thousand, indeed! Where are the police?

Objects to Transit Company Crossing 
Its Tracks. 


SAYS IT WILL BE DAMAGED 


Hearing of the Case Will Be Had 
Before Judge Lumpkin Tomor- 
row Morning. 


In the superior court yesterday the 
Southern Railway Company, through its 
attorneys, Messrs, Dorsey, Brewster & 
Howell and Marry A, Alexander, filed pe- 
tition asking that the Atlanta Raojd 
Transit Company be enjoined from cross- 
ing its tracks on Decatur street. 

Judge John 8, Candler took jurisdiction 
of the matter in the absence of Judge 
J. H. Lumpkin, presiding officer of the 
Fulton superor court, and issued a tem- 
porary ordar restraining the Transit com- 


crossing the railroad tracks. He set a 
heaing of the case for 9 o’clock tomorrow 
morning before Judge Lumpkin. 

The potition of the Southern declares 
that {t now operates twenty-five triins, 
passenger and freight, over its tracks 
leading from the city and crossing Deca- 
tur street. The railroad company avers 
that if the electric street railway compa- 
ry is permitted to cross its tracks 
there will be great danger from accidents 
and that it will be damaged in the sum 
of $20,000, 

Further, the Southern says that it 
crosses Decatur street by virtue of the 
authority granted it by the legislature, 
and declares that the possession, wheth- 
er called an easement, license or grant, i: 
in law a valuable property right and such 
a right as canrot be molested. Thea 
Southern says that the Transit company 
has not offered to pay it any damages, 
and the petition. states that if that com- 
pany is ullowed’ to’ make the crossing, 
it will cost the Southern in wear and tear 
on machinery in having to stop and start 
again at the crossing from 10 to 25 cenis 
for each train, 

The railroad company sets forth that 
the street on either side of its tracks ap- 
proaches at steep grade and tbat it 
would be extremely dangerous for the 
o.her cOmpany to run its cars across the 
railroad tracks loaded with passengers.

ADJOURNED YESTERDAY 


The sixth annual convention of the Bap- 
tist Young People’s Union of Georgia ad- 
journed last night after a three days’ ses- 
sion, which was characteriged by a gen- 
erous outpouring of the holy eptrit and 
decided progress along the technical lines 
of the organization. The attendance was 
a thoroughly representative one, some 500 
delegates having been present from the 
110 unions of the etata 

The Baptist Young People’s Union of 
Georgia will hold its next annual conven- 
tion at Rome. The opening session of the 
convention of 1901 will be held on the 
Tuesdg following the thirg Sunday tn 
Juna The time and place of holding the 
convention next year were decided on at 
the final session he'd teat nicht. The 
chairman of the committee on time and 
piace reported that hut two cities had 
presented their claims for consideration, 
Rome and Savannah. The committee re- 
ported In favor of Savannah, but the con 
vention overrule! the report and selected 
Rome by a vote of 107 to 8), The choice 
was afterwards made unanimous.

Morning Session. 

The flevotional exercises began promptly 
at 9 o'clock yesterday morning, and were 
eondycted by Frank L. Mallory, of Ma- 
econ, The chorus, led by § Professor 
Charles Tillman, sang a number of en- 
thustast!ec gospel songs. The topic. for 
discussion was: “The Dignity of Ber- 
vice,’ and after Mr. Mallory had spoken 
interestingly on that head, two or three 
of the delegates made brief talks. 

The “Aecent Service,” conducted by 
President J. J. Whitfield, of Hawkins- 
villa, was one of the most helpful and en- 
tertaining features of the day. The 
president gave the convention the benefit 
of hte larga experience concerning phases 
of the work whch needed to be empha- 
| sized most. The future action of the Bap- 
tist Young People’s Union anent the sup- 
port of church missions was discussed at 
some length, the sentiment, for entering 
the new flel4 with the “conquest apirit’ 
being unanimous. 

Rev. Dr. Van Deventer epoke about the 
part the juniors should take tn the Chris- 
tianizing of the heathen and believed they 
could be made quite a factor tn swelling 
the contributions for the purpose. 

President Whitfield spoke with epirit 
and to the point on the duties of the de- 
votonal committee and the best way to 
promote gpirituality in the union. He 
thought «qgttage prayer meetings, held, 
for instance, In the room of an invalid, 
and meetings held in the weak rural 
churches a short drive from town, wers 
*not given the consiMeration they ghould 
be. 

“Glory to His Name” was sung and 
after a moment of silent prayer Dr. Nel- 
son praved eloquently. 

The address of Dr. W. H. Smith, of 
Columbus, on ‘Vicarious Service” was one 
of the ablest and most enjoyed talks of 
the convention. Dr. Smith defined vica- 
rious service as unselfish service done 
for humanity out of love for Christ and 
in fulfillment of the first commandment. 
He said he could not more aptly illus- 
trate what such service meant than to 
compare it to a true mother’s service to 
her children. Such abnegation of self- 
performed Christian works for other peo- 
ple, and not to be seen by other peopla. 
Men living !n a condition of selfishness 
could not offer this acceptable sacrifice 
to God. Environment and one’s employ- 
ment had much to do with shaping thea 
Christian Wife. Spirituality could not 
spring from carnality, nor altruism from 
egoism. 

By request of President Whitfield, Dr. 
|'Smith presided at the conference, the 
subject of which was “Our Pastors—Are 

They Helping Us? Are We Helping 
Them?" 

Rev. N. B. O'Kelly, of Atlanta, made 
mn interesting ten minutes’ talk. He said 
' he was one of those who had discouraged 
the organization of the Baptist Young 
People’s Uniton in Georgia, mistakenly be- 
‘lieving that its tendency would be to 
detract from conventional church work. 
An opponent of the union at its Inception, 
he was now glad to be counted among 
'its warmest supporters. Five years of 
observation had taught him that this or- 
ganization of young people was a legiti- 
mate and indispensable part of the church, 
and the pastor’s most valuable co-la- 
borer. 

The time not permitting others to be 
heard on this subject, the chairman called 
for the presentation of the juntor Chris- 
tian culture banner. 

Rev. R. Van Deventer, on presenting 
the banner to little Miss Elsie Ragan, 
lof Hawkinsville, told what {it stood for— 
“the study of the Book of books.” In 
referring to the junior culture course, he 
remarked: 

“It means that our children are not 
going to be boneless Christians—jJelly fish 
and eels in the church, but men and wo- 
' men who have dedicated mind and body 
1 to God.” 

The junior class of Hawkinsville sub- 
mitted 106 papers in the Christian culture 
course during the past year. 

Rey. William J. Holtzclaw, of Perry, 

| spoke for half an hour on “Out Inspira- 
' tion in Service.”’ 
He said some flattering things about the 
Baptist Young People’s Union and de- 
ciared it was responsible for an increase 
in spirituality and an increase in contri- 
butions in the Baptist church. He pald a 
fine tribute to Mercer university and saia 
the future of the church was secure 80 
long as such excellent tmstitutions of 
learning kept the Bible side by side with 
the textbook. 

W. W. Gaines offered a resolution of 
thanks to President Chapman for the In- 
terest shown by him in coming to At- 
lanta from his home itn Chicago to ad- 
dreas the Georgia unfoners, and ordering 
‘that his paper on ‘The Layman’s Place 
'4n the Church” be printed In the minutes 
of the convention. The resolution was 
adopted by a rising vote

Arrived at 
the college, the young Baptists were 
ushered tn the chapel, where an Iinter- 
esting programme had been arranged for 
their entertainment. 

Dr. W. W. Landrum, who presided, wel- 
comed the visitocs in his usual happy 
vein, and Dr. I. J. Yan Ness, of Nash- 
ville, Tenn., editor of the Sunday school 
literature of the Southern Baptist con- 
vention, led the devotional exercises. 

The main attraction of the visit was 
the musicale given by the orchestra and 
leading singers of the college. Professor 
Hermann Schirmacher, the violin maes- 
tro, a graduate of Leipsic, is the new 
professor of music at the college, and his 
performance yesterday revealed his rare 
talens. 

After the concert Dr. W. W. Landrum 
delivered an interesting address.
